III. Beport on Ministerial Support. 

Your Committee, to whom was referred the subject of ministerial support, would offer 
the following facts to be laid before all our quarterly conferences by the Presiding Elders, 
at their first round of quarterly meetings, and urge them upon their consideration in 
fixing the allowance of the Ministers in their respective charges. 



KEPOPwTS. 
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1. The expense of living, including all the necessaries of life, as well as the luAin ies, 
is at least double what it has been in former years. 

2. That the salaries of the preachers have not been on an average more than ( nough 
for a comfortable support at former prices of living. 

3. That unless the salaries of the preachers are raised to correspond with the in- 
creased prices of living, the following calamities will befall the Pastors and Churches : 
Those tliat have means of living outside of their salaries will be compelled to spend it in 
support of their fiimilies while serving the churches, and at the same time those churches 
increasing in wealth foster than ever before in all their history; and those preachers who 
have no means of support aside from their salaries will be compelled, with their families, 
to suffer for the necessaries of life, or go in debt for the same, with the probability of 
being embarrassed and hindred in usefulness in all their future ministry ; or to avoid 
these evils they will be compelled to engage in secular business and neglect in whole or 
in part the regular work of the ministry ; and should either of the above mentioned evils 
become general in the churches the calamity rvould bo incalculable. And we do not 
believe that the churches would be willing to take the responsibility of bringing these 
calamities upon the pastors and churches, if properly instructed in their duties to render 
a just and comfortable support to them who labor for their salvation. We, therefore, 
urge upon all our churches a careful and conscientious consideration of their duty on the 
question of the support of their pastors.

In accordance with the recommendations of the General Conference, in respect to 
holding a Centenary Celebration of American Methodism, the Iowa Conference agrees I 

to the following . ^ g! 

PLAN OF AEPANGEMENTS. 

1. The Centenary of Methodism in America shall be celebrated by all the Churches 
and people of the Iowa Conference with devout thanksgivings, by spcci il religious ser- 
vices and liberal thank-offeriugs. 

2. The Iowa Conference, for the purposes contemplated, hereby resolves itself into a ■■ 

Centenary Society of the Iowa Conference. n 

3. The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, Recording Secretary and [ 

Treasurer, to be appointed by the Conference, and a Corresponding Secretary, who shall I 

be appointed by the President of the Conference. i - 

4. It shall be the duty of the Corresponding Secretary to travel at large Miroughout 

3 
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the Conference, to further, in every possible way, the objects proposed in the Centenary 
movement, and to report monthly to the Central Centenary Committee ; and his salary 
shall be fixed by the said committee, and paid by the Treasurer of the Society. The 
Treasurer shall receive, hold and account for all the funds of the Society,’ subject to'the 
direction of the ('cntral Centenary Committee and the Iowa Conference. 

5. There shall be a Central ('entenary Committee, to consist of the President, Record- 
ing Secretary and treasurer of the Society, together with nine persons to be appointed by 
the Conference ; and the entire committee shalfbe so constituted as that one half of them 
shall be lay-members of the M. E. Church. The said committee shall appropriate the 
local funds raised for centenary purposes in this Conference, at the direction of the Con- 
ference, give advice and direction for the appropriate celebration of the Centennial in 
our principal churches, and have the general superintendence of the centenary operations 
within this Conference. 

6. It shall be the duty of the Central Centenary Committee, in connection with the 
Presiding Elders of the several Districts of the Conference to arrange for holding, as 
soon as may be after the close of the Conference session, a district centenary meeting in 

iji each Presiding Elder's district, for the purpose of spreading information respecting the 

r| centenary movement among the preacl^rs and people, and of perfecting the^^necessary 

i,- arrangements for the accomplishment of the work proposed. 

|ii 7. It shall be the duty of each Pastor in this Conference to preach, as soon as may 

ij be, a centenary sermon in his charge, giving a sketch of the history of the M. E. Church, 

li;i and such facts respecting the centenary cause as may be necessary for the information of 

j;[ his people. 

lij He shall also organize within his charge an auxiliary centenary society, (or, if need be, 

j'i two or more societies ) of which he may be President, Tliese societies shall also have a 

,jj; secretary, treasurer and three managers, who shall aid the Pastor in carrying out the 

ii|i plans which may be adopted to further the cause in his charge. 

j li And it shall bo the duty of the Secretary of the local society to keep in a book, to be 

||;| secured for the purpose, an accurate list of all the subscribers to the centenary fund 

j within the pastoral charge or society in which the auxiliary is organized, together with 

the amount subscribed by each person, and, where stated, the objects to which the dona- 
tions are to be applied ; and a faithful transcript of the said subscriptions shall be brought 
up by the Pastor to the next Annual Conference. The Secretary’s book shall be care- 
fully preserved with the records of the charge. It is also recommended, wherever prac- 
ticable, to organize the Sabbath Schools into centenary societies. 

8. The Pastors and other preachers, itinerant and local, and the Presiding Elders of 
this Conference, are hereby required to co-operate with the Corresponding Secretary, and 

i I in every proper way to further the objects contemplated ; and the Presiding Elders, in 

' I addition to the usual questions asked in the quarterly conferences, shall enquire quar- 

I j terly, “ ^V7^at fia 9 been done this quarter f&r the Centenary cause in this charge?^' 

i I And in the passage of character of each preacher of this Conference, at the next 

I ^ Annual Conference, the Chair shall enquire of each preacher the amount raised in his 

charge for the centenary cause, and the reports then given shall be noted by the Secre- 
|i tary of the Conference upon the Conference journal. 

9. This organization shall remain in existence until the objects contemplated are 
accomplished, or the Iowa Conference change or discontinue the same. 

10. The Bishop is requested to appoint a member of this body to preach a centenary 
sermon at the next Conference. 

11. The Centennial shall be appropriately observed by a public meeting to be held, 
under the direction of the Centenary Committee, at the next Conference. 

12. The Central Centenary Committee are hereby instructed to appropriate 75 per 
cent, of the centenary collection to the endowment of the Iowa Wesleyan University, 
10 per cent, to the Garrett Biblical Institute, 5 per cent, to the Irish Fund, 5 per cent, to 
the chattered Fund, 'and 5 per cent, to the Mission Home, in New York.

CONSTITUTION FOIl THE IOWA CONFEIIENCE 
CHURCH EXTENSION SOCIETY. 

Article 1. The title of this society shall be the Church Extension Society of the 
Iowa Annual Conference, auxiliarj to the Church Extension Society of the M. E. Church, 
United States of America. 

Art. 2. The object of this society shall be to assist the parent society in “enabling 
the several Annual Conferences to extend and establish their Christian influence through- 
out the United States and Territories, by aiding, wherever necessary, to secure suitablo 
houses of public worship, and such other church property as may promote the general 
design.” 

Art. 3. The payment of the sum of one dollar per annum, shall constitute a member 
of this society ; the payment of five dollars or more, at one time, a member for life ; and 
the payment of fifty dollars or more, an honorary member for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this society shall consist of President, Vice-President, Corres- 
ponding Secretary, Recording Secretary and Treasurer. 

Art. 6. The business of the society shall bo conducted by a Board of Managers, 
consisting of the aforesaid officers, with one lay and one clerical member from each Pre- 
siding Elder’s district within this Conference. 

Art. 6. This society, or the donors to it, “ may designate the societv, or societies, to 
which they desire any part, or the whole, of the donation by them made to be appropri- 
ated, which special designation shall be. publicly acknowledged by the parent Board ; 
but in the event that more funds shall be raised for any particular society or object than 
is necessary, or than has been appropriated by the general committee of the parent 
Board, the surplus shall be at the disposal of the parent society, for its general purpose.” 

Art, 7. The Treasurer shall remit funds received by him as early as possible to the 
treasurer of the parent society. 

Art. 8. The annual meeting of the society shall be held at the session of the annual 
conference, at which time the Corresponding Secretary shall submit his annual report, 
the Treasurer exhibit a certified statement of his accounts, and an election of officers 
and managers for the ensuing year be held. There shall also be an anniversary meeting 
of the society at the same time and place. 

Art. 9. This constitution may be altered or amended in a way not inconsistent with 
the character of the parent society, at any annual meeting, by a vote of a majority of 
the members present. 



VII. Heport on tlie State ol' the Church. 

The Church is “ the light of the world.” and “ the salt of the earth ; ” the conservator 
of all morals and religion. There are several aspects in which her state may be viewed. 
Her spirit of sacrifice may be inferred from her benevolent contributions ; although, in 
this department, there is room for improvement. Her state may be inferred, also, from 
the observance and consecration of the holy Sabbath. We fear it is frequently desecrated 
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under the plea cf going to church to a distance. The class-meetings arc too much neg- 
lected. This precious means of grace is, we fear, being partially set aside. Kevivals are 
not so common as is desirable, yet, with gratitude to Aliriiglity God, we v.ouM acknowl- 
edt^e that manv of our fields of labor have been v- atered from on high. The close of the 
fearful civil war which has raged, finds the G-hurch in peace. We earnestly recommend 
to our people and preachers to unite at the Throne of Grace for a universal outpouring 
of the Spirit of God. We submit the following resolution : 

liesolved, That we will use the time-honored appliances of Methodism for the promo- 
tion of greater spirituality both in the ministry and tlie laity.

MEMOIES. 



I. Itinerant Ministers. 

Rev. Amos Besset was born in Trumbull county. Ohio, November 20th. 1806. He 
was converted, and joined the M. E. Church, under the labors of Rev, B. 0. Plimpton. 
In 1833 he was licensed to preach, and admitted on trial in the Erie Conference four 
years after, and immediately transferred to the Indiana Conference. His appointments 
were as follows : 1837-8, Greensburg circuit ; 1839-40, Paris ; 1841, Rising Sun ; 1842-3, 
Madison; 1844-5, Vevay ; 1846, Columbus ; 1847-8, Paris again ; 1849, Lexington ; 
1850, Brownsville; 1851, Charleston. In 1852, by division of the Conference, he was 
thrown into S. E. Indiana Conference, and appointed to New Washington ; 1853, 
Laurel Station ; 1854-5, to Milton circuit. In 1856 he located, and was re-admitted in 
the Iowa Conference, and appointed to Bloomfield ; 1857, Monroe ; 1858, Chariton ; 1859, 
Knoxville. In 1860, he superannuated, and removed to Oskaloosa, where he ended his 
days. 

Bro. B. was a faithful and able preacher, who loved and maintained the rules of the 
Church. For twenty years he was an earnest and zealous laborer in the itinerant work. 
He was, to quote the language of a ministerial brother, “ a tried friend, a prudent coun- 
sellor, an earnest Christian and a staunch Methodist.” His disease caused extreme suf- 
fering, and in its most extreme paroxysms his faith remained unwavering, and his hope 
unchillcd. “ Tell them,” he said on one occasion, “ Tell them I die in hope of Heaven, 
like any other poor sinner saved by grace.” He said, just before his death, “ 0, I wish 
I could preach ! I have such views of the plan of salvation, such visions of Heaven, such 
peace and joy! How grace triumphs ! No mortal can know my sufferings, but, oh, 
grace, grace supports me ! ” His death was calm and serene. Bidding each one of his 
family farewell, and breathing a prayer that they might meet him in Heaven, he departed 
this life January 18th, 1865, aged 58 vears, 1 month and 28 days.

II. Local Lreadiers. 

Rev. Augustine C. Parks died in Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, Nov. 8th, 1864. He was born 
in Deerfield, Portage county, Ohio, June 11th, 1823, and born again in Hudson, Summit 
county, Ohio, duiing the winter of 1841-2, and at once joined the M. E. Church. When 
converted he was called to preach, but he shrank from the duty. However, he made an 
active and useful class-leader, and was soon licensed to exhort, and, after his removal to 
Mt. Pleasant, was licensed as a local preacher; since which time he has “made full proof 
of his ministry.” His death was peculiarly triumphant. For some time he could only 
speak in a whisper; but while some friends were singing “ I would not live alway,” he 
commenced repeating “ Hallelujah ! Hallelujah ! ” and his voice returning, he shouted 
aloud, ‘ Glory, glory ! Victory over death and the grave ! ” When the last moment 
came, and speech had failed, he signified to his friends that Christ sustained him. A 
smile of unearthly splendor lit up his pure, pale face. The “silver cord” was loosed, and 
his sanctified spirit departed to rest with God.

PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS. 

For the benefit of those who may desire to become model members of Conference, the 
following suggestions, partly selected and partly original, are given : 

1. Prepare all your returns with Hack ink. Write plainly, and make figures distinctly. 
Avoid blots and slovenly erasures. 

2. Have all your returns ready before you start to Conference, and be sure and have 
them at the afternoon session of the first day, when they will be called for. One tardy 
preacher can hinder the secretaries and committees for half the Conference. 

3. Take up all the collections ordered. Blanks in the statistics are ugly, and always 
imply a reflection on the preacher and his charge. 

4. Make the sum total of each collection even dollars, and save printing colums of cents. 

6. Report your collections carefully, and see that the reports you make to the statis- 
tical secretary agree with those you make to the committees and treasurers of Conference 
societies. 

6. Fill out all your blanks completely and according to direction.*!. They are designed 
to secure perfect and uniform reports, and by doing as requested you will facilitate the 
work of the secretaries, etc., greatly. 

7. In your lists of “life members” and “contributors to the missionary cause,” be sure 
and get the full names, correctly spelled. “J. Smith” may be John or Jennie. “Brother 
Jones” and “Sifter Brown” do not very closely identify the individual. There is a differ- 
ence between Irving, Irvin, Irvine and Ervin; and none of the Johnsons are Johnstons. 
Remember that people like to see their omi names in print. 

8. Distinguish between married and single ladies, by using the word “Mrs.” or “Miss.” 

9 ^ C^**Arrange vour lists of names of life members and donors alphabetically : 1 st. 

Because you are requested to do it by those who are responsible for compiling your 
reports, and it is as little as you can do to acconimodate them. 2d, Because it improves 
the appearance of the report, and facilitates the finding of names. 3d, Because it is the 
right way to do it. 

10. The work of the secretaries, treasurers of Conference societies, and other Confer- 
ence officers, is complicated and laborious, and much more so when the reports are 
delayed or imperfect. You owe it to them to be prompt and correct. 

Finally, Solomon says, “Whatsoever thy hands findeth to do, do it with thy might;” 
and Paul exhorts to “ Let all things be done decently and in order. — [Secretary.
